Years bad begun to rest heavily on 


the frame of Columbus. 
His constitu- 


tion had been strained by long exposures, 
and his spirits had little elasticity left. 
Hope, to be sure, had not altogether de- 
parted from his ardent nature, but it 
was a hope that experienced many re- 
verses, and its pinions were clipped. 
There was still in him no lack of mental 
vitality, but his reason had lost equi- 
poise, and his discernment was clouded 
with illusory visions. 


The Spanish monarchs had given 


orders, since word had come of the 
Moors besieging a Portuguese port on 
the African coast, that Columbus should 
first go thither, and, as a friendly act, 
afford the garrison relief. It was found, 
however, on reaching the African harbor 
that the Moors had departed. 


There is little to note on the voyage 


after he left the Canaries, about the 
2,3th of May, 1-502; it had been a pros- 
perous one, and on June 15th, he reach- 
ed Martinico. He thence pushed leis- 
urely along over much the same track 
which he had pursued on his second 
voyage, till he steered finally for Santo 
Domingo, notwithstanding the positive 
instructions lie had received before leav- 
ing Spain, not to touch at Espanola on 
his outward voyage. Whatever wisdom 
there was in giving such instructions, 
the Admiral now determined to disre- 
gard them. 
His excuse was that hjs 


principal caravel was a poor sailer, and 
he thought he could commit no mistake 
in insuring greater success for his voy- 
age by exchanging at that port this ves- 
sel for a better one. On arriving at the 
port he sent in one of his commanders 
to ask permission to shelter his ships, 
and the privilege of negotiating for an- 
other caravel. 
Ovando, who was now 


governor and probably apprised of the 
instructions given to Columbus to avoid 
Espanola, sent word back to the Admi- 
ral that he could not enter the harbor. 
Columbus it seems had prognostications, 
which made him more anxious to secure 
a safe harbor, of an impending storm, 
and had sent word to the fleet lying in 
the harbor, ready to sail, that they 
would go out at great peril in view of the 
anticipated storm. 


This fleet in the harbor was that 


which had brought Ovando, and was 
now laden for the return. 
There was 


on board of it, as Columbus might have 
learned from his messengers, the man of 
all men whom he most hated, Boba- 
dilla, who was superceled in power by 
Ovando. On the same ship was Colum- 
bus' old rebellious companion, Boldam 
whose conduct had been examined into 
and who was now to be sent to Spain 
for further investigation. The lading of 
the ships was the most valuable that 
had ever been sent from the island. 
Carvajal, whom Columbus had sent out 
with Ovando, to look after his pecuniary 
interests, had also placed in one of the 
caravels four thousand pieces of gold, 
the result of the settlement of Ovando 
with Bobadilla, as the Admiral's share 
of the Crown profits. 


Undismayed by the warnings of Co- 


lumbus this fleet at once put to sea, the 
Admiral's little caravels having mean- 
while crept in under the shore to find 
such shelter as they could. The larger 
fleet stood homeward, and was scarcely 
off the easterly end of Espanola when a 
furious hurricane burst upon them. The 
ships which carried Bobadilla and Rol- 
dan succumbed and went down. Others 
foundered later. 
Some of the vessels 


managed to return to Santo Domingo 
in a shattered condition. A single cara- 
val, it is usually stated, survived the 
shock, so that it alone could proceed on 
the voyage, and if the testimony is to be 
believed, this was the weakest of them 
all, but she carried the gold of Colum- 
bus. The ships of Columbus had weath- 
ered the gale by keeping close in to land, 
but they were separated. They met to- 
gether on the westerly end of the island 
at Port Hermosa. 


Columbus, having1 repaired his ships 


and refreshed his crews, and also to 
avoid a second storm, did not finally get 
away till July llth, when he steered di- 
rectly for Terra Ferma. He flrst touch- 
ed at some islands hear Jamaica. 
After 


came to an alluring roadstead between 
an island and the main, where there 
was everything to enchant that verdure 
and fragrance could produce. He named 
the spot The Garden. Here, at anchor, 
they had enough to occupy them for a 
day drying their stores, which had been 
drenched by the unceasing down pour of 
the clouds. 


Departing from the region which the 


natives called Cariari, and where the 
fame of Columbus is still preserved in 
the Bahia del Almirante, the explorers 
soon found the coast trending once more 
towards the east. They were tracking 
what is now known as the shore of Costa 
Rica. They soon entered the large and 
island studded Caribaro Bay. Here the 
Spaniards were delighted to find the 
natives wearing plates of gold as orna- 
ments. On they went and reached the 
coast of Uragua. Some trading with 
the Indians was done before the Spani- 
ards left. 
Still the caravels went on, 


the same scene of startled natives, in 
defiant attitude, soon soothed, however, 
by the trinkets, was repeated every- 
where. 
In one place the Spaniards 


found what they had never seen before, 
a wall laid of stone and lime, and Co- 
lumbus began to think of the civilized 
East again. 


On the 2d of .November the ships 


again anchored in a spacious harbor, so 
beautiful in its groves and fruits, and 
with such deep water close to the shore, 
that Columbus gave it the name of 
Puerto Bello—an appellation which has 
never left it. Starting once more, the 
Spaniards came in sight of the cape 
known since as Nombre de Dios, but 
they were thwarted for a while in their 
attempt to pass it. 


Columbus had not yet found any de- 


flection of that current which sweeps in 
this region toward the Gulf of Mexico. 
He had struggled against its powerful 
flow in every stage of his progress along 
the coast. Whether this had brought 
him to believe that his vision of a strait 
was delusive does not appear. His ships 
were badly bored by the worms, and 
they had become, from this cause and by 
reason of heavy weather which had fol- 
lowed them, more and more unsea- 
worthy. So on Dec. 5th, 1502, he began 
a backward course. Pretty soon the 
wind, which had all along faced him 
from the East, blew strongly from the 
West. It seemed as if the elements had 
turned against him. 
The lightning 


streaked the skies continually. The 
thunder was most appalling. Tor nine 
days the little ships, strained at every 
seam, leaking at every point where the 
tropical seaworm had pierced them, 
labored in a struggle of death. Their 
biscuit were revolting because of the 
worms. They caught sharks for food. 


After further buffeting of the tem- 


pests, they finally marie harbor on the 
coast of Veragua, about thirty leagues 
west of Porto Bello. 
The Adelantado 


was sent on a boat expedition to ascend 
the Veragua River, where he was to 
search for mines. 
By their Indian 


guides they were led to a country where 
the soil to the eyes of the Spaniards 
seemed full of particles of gold. Bar- 
tholomew made other excursions along 
the coast, but nowhere' did it seem to 
mm that gold was so plentiful as at 
Veragua. Columbus now reverted to 
his old fancies. 
He remembered that 


Josephus has described the getting of 
gold for the Temple of Jerusalem from 
the Golden Chersonesus, and was not 
this the very spot? 
"Josephus thinks 


that tliis gold of the Chronicles and the 
Book of Kings was found in Aurea," he 
says, "if it were so, I contend that these 
mines of the Aurea are identical with 
those of Veragua.'' He had seen, as he 
says, more promise of gold here in two 
days than in Espanola in four years. 
The pearls of the Paria coast might be 
game of the common adventurer. Here 
was the princely domain of the divinely 
led discoverer, who was rewarded at 
last. 


A plan was made of founding a set- 


tlement to hold the region and gain in- 


only kept afloat by care and vigilance. 
The killing by the Indians of the boat's 
crew threw greater burdens upon those 
who were left. There was nothing for 
Columbus to do but to hold to his an- 
chors as long as he could, and wait for 
better weather. 


Our pity for the man is something 


likely to unfit us to judge his own record. 
Let us try to believe what he says of 
himself, and watch him in his delirium. 
"Groaning with exhaustion," he says, 
"I fell asleep in the highest part of the 
ship, and heard a compassionate voice 
address me." It bade him be of good 
cheer, and take courage in the service 
of God. What the God of all had done 
for Moses and David would be done for 
him. 
As we read the report of this 


divine utterance, as Columbus is careful 
to record it, we learn that the Creator 
was aware of his servant's name re- 
sounding marvelously throughout the 
earth. We find, also, that the divine 
belief curiously reflected the confidence 
of Columbus that it was India, and not 
America, that had been revealed. 


The obvious interpretation of all this 


is either that by the record Columbus 
intended a fable to impress the sover- 
eigns, for whom he was writing, or that 
he was so moved to hallucinations, that 
he believed what he wrote. The chances 
seem to be that the whole vision was 
simply the product of one of those fits of 
abberration which in these later years 
were no strangers to Columbus' exis- 
tence. Irving's plea is that it was a 
mere dream, which was mistaken by 
Columbus, in his feverish excitement, 
for a revelation. 
Humboldt speaks ot 


Columbus' letter describing this vision 
as showing the disordered mind of a 
proud soul weighed down with dead 
hopes. 


Good .weather came on apace and a 


raft was made of two canoes lashed to- 
gether beneath a platform, and, using 
this for ferrying, all the stores were 
floated off safely to the ships, so that in 
the end nothing was left behind but the 
stranded caravel. They had, however, 
to mourn the death of many brave

Spaniards. It is a strange commentary 
on the career and fame oC Columbus, 
that the name of this disastrous coast 
should represent him to this day in the 
title of his descendant, the Duke of 
Veragua. 
Never a man turned the 


prow of liis ships from scenes which he 
would sooner forget, with more sorrow 
and relief, than Columbus, in the latter 
days of April, 1503, with his enfeebled 
crewn and his crazy hulks, stood away, 
as he thought, for Espaniola.

He 
wore ship constantly against the tempest 
and current, and crawled with bewilder- 
ed expectation along the shore.

this tacking tore his sails, racked his 
caravels, and wore out his seamen. The 
men were in despair. 


It was no easy work to make the sev- 


enty leagues from Cape Honduras to 
Cape Graeios a Dios, and the bestowal 
of this name denoted his thankfulness 
to God, when, after forty days his cara- 
vels were at last able to round the cape. 
A seaboard stretching away to the south 
lay open before him—now known as the 
Mosquito Coast. 
The current which 


sets west so persistently here splits and 
sends a branch down this coast. So 
with a "fair wind and tide," as he says, 
they followed its varied scenery of crag 
and lowland for more than sixty leagues, 
till ihey discovered a great flow of wa- 
ter coming out of a river. It seemed to 
offer an opportunity to replenish their 
water casks and get some store of wood. 
They anchored, and sent their boats to 
explore. A meeting of the tide and the 
river's flow raised a tumultuous sea at 
the bar, just as the boats were coming 
out. The men were un able to surmount 
the difficulty, and one of the boats was 
lost, with all on board. 
Columbus re- 


corded their misfortune in the name 
which he gave the river, El Bio del 
Desastre. Still coasting onward, they 


formation, while Columbus returned to 
Spain for supplies. Eighty men were to 
stay. 
They began to build houses. 


Particular pains were taken to propitiate 
the natives by presents, and the chief or 
lord of the country, was regaled onboard 
with delicacies and gifts. When this 
was done, it was found that a dry sea- 
son had come on, and there was not wa- 
ter enough on the bar to float the re- 
turning caravels. 


Meanwhile the Indian chief had form- 


ed a league to exterminate the intruders. 
The Adelantado was sent to attack the 
Indians and .sack the cacique's cabin and 
bring away his golden treasures. But 
the savages >vere fast getting their re- 
venge in a three hours' contest with the 
Spaniards, when, with the aid of a fierce 
blood hound, the native host was scat- 
tered in a trice. The condition of the 
settlement soon became alarming. The 
Spaniards were constantly in danger of 
ambuscades, so that they prepared to 
take to their caravel and leave the river; 
but it was found she would not float 
over the bar. They then sought to send 
a boat to the Admiral, lying outside, to 
prevent his sailing without them; but the 
current and the tide commingling made 
such a commotion on the bar that no 
boat could live in the sea. 
The bodies 


of dead Spaniards came floating down 
stream, wi th carrion crows perched upon 
them at their ghastly feast. Those on 
shore finally constructed some sort of a 
breastwork for their defense. 
They 


were in this condition for four days, 
their provisions and ammunition began 
to run short. 


During this time the Admiral was in 


a great state of anxiety, and was also 
suffering from a severe fever, and "worn 
with fatigue." He began to be further 
alarmed for the safety of his brother 
and his companions. 
He had but one 


boat and he did not dare to risk it in 
an attempt to land. Finally his Sevillian 
pilot, Pedro Ledesma, offered to brave 
the dangers by swimming, if the boat 
would take him close to the surf. 
The 


trial was made; the man committed 
himself to the surf, and by his strength 
and skill surmounted wave after wave 
and at length reached still water, and 
was seen to mount the shore. In due 
time he was again seen on the beach and 
plunging in once more, was equally suc- 
cessful in passing the raging waters, and 
was picked up by the boat. He had a 
sad tale to tell. It was a story of insub- 
ordination, and a frantic eagerness to 
escape somehow. They were preparing 
canoes to come off to the ships, since 
their caravel was unable to pass the bar. 


There was long consideration in these 


hours of disheartenment; but the end of 
it was a decision to rescue the colony 
and abandon the coast. The winda 
never ceased to be high, and Columbus' 
ships, in their weakened condition, were 


World's Fair Notes. • 


The American (lag now floats from the 


Administration building at Jackson 
Park to signify that the World's Pair 
buildings and grounds are in the posses- 
sion of the United States government. 
Vice-President Morton accepted them 
on behalf of the government on Dedica- 
tion day, but actual possession was not 
taken until Director General Davis, the 
chief government World's Fair official, 
moved into his offices in the Administra- 
tion building. The raising of the stars 
and stripes signaled that event. 


All of the World's Fair offices, except 


two or three, are now removed to Jack- 
son Park, and those will soon follow. 
For nearly two years the offices have 
been in the Kand-McXally building iu 
the center of the city. Xow, however, 
the work of preparation of the great 
fan- has reached a stage requiring it to 
be carried on in the buildings which are 
to contain the exhibits. 
All of these 


buildings are now practically finished 
and ready for the installation of exhibits. 
Most of the work remaining to be done 
on the buildings is of a decorative nature 
and can be carried on and completed 
without interfering with the placing of 
exhibits. 


In the Administration building, with 


Director-General Davis, are the offices 
of the departments of Foreign Affairs 
and Publicity and Promotion. The 
chiefs of the various exhibit departments 
—agriculture, electricity, mines, trans- 
portation, etc.—have their offices respec- 
tively in the great department building. 
The installation of exhibits has already 
begun. 


Under the east windows of the oc- 


cupied wing of the Administration build- 
ing lies a scene like a creation of the 
Arabian Nights. It is the grand court, 
the main gate-way to the World's Fair, 
the feature par-excellence of the entire 
perfect plan of the Exposition. 


Since July 15, many applications for 


space have been received, and they are 
still coming in, and doubtless will con- 
tinue to do so until the Fair opens. 
Some are under the impression that with 
the Exposition, as with an omnibus, 
"there's always room for one more." 
These applications are duly filed, but 
there is very little chance of any of them 
receiving any space, for the reason that 
all of the space has been given away. 


There is no ground for the published 


report that visitors to the Fair are to be 
made the victims of exhorbitant charges. 
Competition will be so extensive and 
sharp as to prevent it. By the time the 
Fair opens Chicago will have living ac- 
commodations for not less than 300,000 
strangers. Connected with the Exposi- 
tion management is a Bureau of Public 
Comfort, through the agency of which 
many thousands or visitors can be direct- 
ed to hotels, apartments, 
boarding 


bouses, furnished rooms, etc., where 
they will be comfortable cared for at 
moderate prices. Eating facilities, both 
outside the Fair grounds and in the 
numerous restaurants in the Exposition 
buildings, will be so extensive that no 
one need fear that he will not be able to 
get all he needs to eat, and at reasonable 
charges. 


The following interesting war sketch, 


describing incidents in the war experi- 
ence of the old 87th regiment was con- 
tributed to the York Gazette by the 
affable and popular veteran, Col. James 
A. Stable, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
regiment and Commander of General 
Sedgwick post, of that city : 


After our regiment had been relieved 


from guarding the Northern Central rail- 
way, we were concentrated at Camp Mc- 
Kinn, near Baltimore. 


On the 22d of June, 1862, an order was 


received that the command should pre- 
pare to move in the morning, to some 
unknown point, and immediately pre- 
parations were made to load our tents 
and all camp equipage, including our 
commissary stores. It is strange, how 
quick news spread in those days, as be- 
fore night many of the men came for 
passes to go into the city to see their un- 
cles, aunts and cousins who had come 
down to see them off in the morning. 
Some slipped away by the guards quiet- 
ly, when their backs' were turned, whilst 
others procured empty barrels and had 
their comrades roll them outside the line, 
and slipped away in the dark. 


There were some very comical faces 


that night as one after another came in 
and found the guard had been doubled, 
and our old colonel ready to greet them 
and request them to show their passes. 
It took several cars to haul our stuff, 
that in days later was contained in a 
single wagon—we were learning war. 


On the morning of the 23d we marched 


through the city to the B. & O. depot 
and steamed away, some saying we were 
oa the way to Washington, and then 
down the Potomac; others declared we 
were to go to Harper's Ferry, and when 
we passed the E«lay House, this seemed 
nearer the truth; but after reaching that 
place we halted ? short while and were 
again under way—then Martinsburg was 
the chosen spot. Here we were at fault 
again, for the morning of the 24th found 
us still on the cars steaming into Cum- 
berland, Md. 


After considerable delay we moved 


again and at four o'clock p. m. stopped 
at New Creek, West Virginia, camping 
on Uie right hand side of the railroad go- 
ing west, and remained there a consider- 
able time. 


The troops in camp at the time were 


some companies of the "Potomac Home 
Brigade,", and Colonel Mulligan's 23d 
Illinois, or the "Irish Brigade," all un- 
der command of the brave and famous 
Mulligan. 


New Creek was a station on the B. & 


O. about twenty-five miles west of Cum- 
berland and five miles east of Piedmont, 
the beginning of the mountain division. 
The little valley is surrounded by moun- 
tains on all sides and is about five miles 
long and broad. 


Here Gen. Fremont had gathered a 


considerable body of troops, and a large 
amount of ordnance and commissary 
stores were left when he moved away, 
and as the rebels had made some pre- 
parations to capture them a stronger 
force was needed for their protection. 


Among the amusements of the place 


their camp that the 87th had come back, 
and to a short time fires were burning, 
coffee was being cooked, pork and hard- 
tack was brought out, and hundreds of 
open hands and big hearts were dealing 
out to our old boys every good thing 
that these large-hearted fellows had in 
their mess chests. 


During our absence several new regi- 


ments had arrived and taken up quar- 
ters in the valley, all of whom were 
entire strangers to us; some were from 
Ohio, and one composed of splendid men 
from the northern part of New York. 
This regiment was splendidly uniformed 
anrl well otlicered, but somehow a rivalry 
had sprung up between them and Mulli- 
gan's men which sometimes led to grave 
disputes and occasionally to blows, and 
when nothing else could be said by our 
Irish friends it would be "Just wait un- 
til the 87th get back, perhaps you will 
learn something." 


Our long and wearisome marches had 


told severely upon the men and not hav- 
ing an opportunity to draw clothing our 
appearance was anything but respect- 
able. Some were in their bare feet, 
others had only stockings to wear, whilst 
those who had shoes had them tied fast 
with ropes and straps. As for uniforms 
—well, it was a motley looking crowd. 
After a few days' rest, and Col. Mulli- 
gan having furnished us new clothing, 
we were ready for business. On the 
second day after our return we had dress 
parade. The other organizations had 
closed their duties for the day, and as 
we marched out to the parade ground, 
thousands followed, among them every 
man of the 23d Illinois who was off duty. 
After the bugle had sounded the call for 
companies to fall in and the old 87th 
band had played a marching tuiie, and 
Col. Hay had assumed command after 
being properly formed by the adjutant, 
the manual of arms was nearly gone 
through with in splendid and almost 
perfect precision, and when the com- 
mand was given "Order Arm," and 
seven hundred muskets thundered on 
the earth as one gun, cheers broke out 
all over the ground and our Irish friends 
threw up their hats and shouted until 
they were hoarse; and on meeting one 
of their New York friends would ex- 
claim: "Didn't we tell you the 87th 
would finish you up." 


Col. Mulligan took Col. Hay aside and 


confidentially whispered something in 
his ear, when soon an order came for 
company A to give a zouave drill on 
their company street. All the companies

was the "JIule Circus,'' which never 
failed to draw a full house. A large 
corral of these animals was near by, and 
here some fellow who knew his business 
would take his lariat and swing it a few 
times and then throw it over the mule's 
head and bring him down, by suJdenly 
checking the horse he was riding. After 
he was haltered he was taken to the 
smithy and swung off his feet, and four 
stout fellows would shoe four feet in 
four minutes, and in a short time he 
was harnessed and in a team; and then, 
oh! such fun. 


There were several long, low buildings 


in the flat south of the railroad, hi which 
were stored the rations for the men, 
among the articles were several barrels 
of whiskey, commonly known as com- 
missary. Our Irish friends were on 
guard when we arrived, and after a few 
days a squad from our regiment was de- 
tailed to relieve them. Soon plans were 
devised by which some of the spirits 
could be obtained without an order from 
head-quarters. At night some of the 
boys crept under the building and with 
an auger bored through the floor and 
barrel and filled their canteens—and the 
guard-house told all the story next day. 


During the intense heat of that sum- 


mer we had considerable sickness and 
occasionally some poor fellow would be 
followed to the lonely graveyard, near 
the banks of the Potomac. After the 
corporal's guard had fired three volleys 
they would take up their march to camp 
whilst Harry Fink, the long winded fifer 
of company A, would play "The Girl I 
Left Behind Me," or "Bully for You." 


The Potomac river was near our camp 


and those not on duty for the day would 
enjoy their leisure hours in fishing, and 
generally corne back with a good lot of 
fall fish and suckers. 
1 One of the dishes prepared by our cooks 
was blackberry pudding, and when prop- 
erly made was a welcome change from 
hardtack and pprk. We drew a ration 
of flour at times and with this and some 
lard left from frying salt junk, with the 
berries intermixed, tied in a piece of 
muslin, and the whole placed in a camp 
kettle and boiled for an hour, would re- 
sult in the aforesaid pudding; and yet 
dyspepsia was unknown among us — 
somehow or other we survived it all. 


On the night of the 29th of July, 1862, 


our pickets toward Piedmont fired then- 
guns rapidly, indicating that they had 
been attacked, and then one gun of Capt. 
O'JRourke's battery waked up the whole 
force, and such a getting into line of 
battle was never seen before or since; 
some without hats, no shoes; others 
with nothing but blouse, some minus 
their muskets; and when it became 
known that it was a false alarm some 
left all their religion at home. Three 
poor drunken pickets wanted some fun, 
and they had it—in the guard house. 


On the 22d of August we left Hew 


Creek for a raid after some parties of 
rebels who were making some trouble 
in Preston county, going by cars as far 
as Eowlesburg and then on foot for 
several weeks, and on returning again 


of the regiment were perfect in this drill, 
but company A was selected because 
they had with them in addition to their 
blue uniform the scarlet color of the 
French zouaves. 


After throwing out the necessary 


guards to keep back the thiong of peo- 
ple who were pressing too close, this 
company for an hour entertained their 
friends with then: inimitable exercise 
with the bayonet, and skirmish drill by 
drum tap and bugle. The ranks were 
not broken before Mulligan's boys were 
wild with excitement, not forgetting to 
hug the captain, which you know is an 
awkward thing for a man to do. especial- 
ly during leap year. 


As soon as night came lights began 


to glimmer hi the streets and tents of 
the Irish Brigade, and soon they came 
marching through the camp of the 87th 
and-halted at Col. Hay's tent. A barrel 
was brought out and Col. Mulligan made 
a grand speech. Col. Hay replied and a 
high old time was had for a while. They 
had hardly retired to their quarters when 
the 106th New York came along with 
candles and torches and cheers all along 
the line and gave our kind old colonel a 
chance to make another speech. These 
were great days along the upper Poto- 
mac for our soldier boys. 


Later on the fortunes of war separat- 


ed us from these grand old Mulligan boys 
and we never met them again during our 
term of service. Their gallant leader 
lost his life in battle in the valley of 
Virginia and his noble wife went into 
the rebel lines to secure his body. A 
noble hero died when Col. Mulligan 
answered the last roll call. But our 
friends of the 106th New York remain- 
ed with us, and went into many a hard 
fight shoulder to shoulder with their 
companions of Pennsylvania. 


The blood flows faster, and memory is 


busier, when we think of those dear, 
kind, generous old boys of the 106th 
New York and the Irish Brigade. 


The writer recalls that a few years 


ago, when about recovering from a dan- 
gerous illness he attended a re-union of 
the army of West Virginia at Cumber- 
land, Md., he found a home among a 
warm and generous-hearted family whose 
friendship he appreciates all these yeais, 
and remembers that among those who 
have gone home is a woman who was all 
a mother could be. 


Gen. Milroy and Gen. Kelly were both 


present then, but have since died. 


With some friends he visited New 


Creek and found where the 87th was 
camped, and where the mules capered 
and put on airs. Fine large brick build- 
ings occupied the space, streets regularly 
laid out, large court house, fine church 
and public school buildings, manufac- 
tories everywhere; in a word, New 
Creek was of the past, and bright, lively 
pushing Keyser City had taken its place. 


THE census bureau has issued a bulle- 


tin giving statistics of farms, homes and 
mortgages in the state of Maryland.

Paper, Fens and Ink. 


Paper, as we learn from recent discov- 


eries, was in use in Egypt as far back as 
2300 B. C., and not merely, as old Pliny 
thought, from the time of Alexander the 
Great. The ancients, it appears, knew 
more about pens and inks than they us- 
ually have credit for. The Greeks made 
silver and other metallic pens, and Latin 
manuscripts show a great variety of 
inks—red, purple, green, blue, silver and 
gold. The great Floreffe Bible in the 
British Museum shows the skill of the 
penman hi the twelfth century in the 
use of this mode of decoration; and in 
somewhat later times it was no unusual 
thing for scribes to annotate their texts 
in colored inks—red, green, violet, blue 
—using each color for a distinct class of 
notes, historical biographical, geographi- 
cal, &c. 
Scientific works are often 


made exceedingly attractive by colored 
diagrams, chronologies by architectural 
arcades and ornamental panels.

IT is seldom our painful duty to re- 


cord so many deaths of the most prom- 
inent men of the United States occurring 
in such close succession. The deaths of 
ra-President Ilayes, General Butler, 
Supreme Court Justice Laruar and Sen- 
ator Kenna are quickly followed by 
those of General Doubleday, Judge 
Campbell and James G. Blaine. Sever- 
al were already old men; some of them 
had been invalids for some time, but 
most of them until lately were engaged 
in active work. It is probable,however, 
that this singular mortality among our 
distinguished citizens is due to some 
surrounding influence. 


It is probable that the extreme rigor 


of the present winter has been the im- 
mediate cause of the wide swath which 
death has cut in the ranks of the fore- 
most men of the country. The extreme 
cold, which is a delight to the young 
and vigorous, assaults the failing vitali- 
ty of the invalid, the old and the infirm. 
There is no power to rally from the at- 
tack which at another season might not 
have proved fatal, and all the comforts 
which civilization has devised are unable 
to rob the winter of its terrors. The 
winter of 189^-SS, remarkable for its 
severity, will also be memorable for 
having cut off almost the last of the 
striking figures of the war and recon- 
struction period.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1893. 


Editor of Compiler: The Fifty-second 


Congress may die in a Senatorial dead- 
lock unprecedented in the annals of 
Congress, if Jlr. Harrison follows the 
advice that is now being given him by 
prominent members of his party and 
nominates a Republican as successor to 
the late Justice Lamar. The U. S. Su- 
preme Court is ia theory, if not in fact, 
a non-partisan body, and the death of 
Justice Lamar leaves only two men— 
Chief Justice Fuller and Justice Field- 
on its bench who were Democrats be- 
fore their appointments thereto; after 
a man takes his seat upon that bench lie 
is not supposed to have any politics, but 
the Democratic party knows to its cost 
what a mistaken idea that is. It is only 
justice to the people whose interests are 
constantly at stake in questions coming 
before this court that its membership 
should be as nearly divided between the 
political parties as possible, and for thut 
reason the Democratic Senators are dis- 
posed to resort to every honorable meth- 
od to prevent the addition of another 
Republican to the six already sitting on 
the bench, and if Mr. Harrison nomi- 
nates a Republican to the vacancy they 
will, if they can, dead-lock the Senate. 
even if it results in hanging up all legis- 
lation and forcing an extra session oi 
Congrss. 
In view of Mr. Harrison's 


early retirement and the fact that the 
new Justice cannot take his seat until 
after President Cleveland's term begins, 
it would only be common decency for 
Mr. Harrison to leave the vacancy for 
Mr. Cleveland to fill, and ie it were not 
for Ihe presuure that is being brought 
to bear upon him by his party associates 
it is believed that he would" adopt that 
manly course. Should he nominate At- 
toruey-General Miller, who has been his 
personal preference for every vacancy 
in the Court that has occurred during 
his term, it is believed that Republican 
Senators wouM be glad to see the nomi- 
nation rejected. The greatest dangei 
lies ia the nomination of some Republi- 
can like ex-Senator Spooner, whose per- 
sonal popularity with Democratic Sena- 
tors might prevent their voting against 
his confirmation.

For Pension Reform. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25. —A 


brave fight for pension reform was made 
by Representative Joseph H. O'Xeil, of 
Massachusetts, this morning, and he 
earned the majority of the sub-commit- 
tee of the Appropriations on Pensions 
with him. 
Three radical amendments 


to existing law were offered by Mr. 
O'Xcil and carried by a party vote, 
whieu, if adopted by Congress, would 
save $40,000,000 or more to the Govern- 
ment and solve the problem of raising 
more revenue to keep the Treasury 
afloat. 


The amendments deal in the main 


with abuses which have grown up under 
the Republican pension bill of 1890, and 
propose' to reduce the payments under 
that act. 
The most sweeping amend- 


ment provides that no person shall re- 
ceive a pension under the act of ISftO un- 
less wholly disabled from manual labor, 
or unless he can show that, his annuaJ in- 
come is less than $600. This will cut off 
the whole army of pensioners holding 
high-salaried offices under the Federal, 
State or municipal governments, and 
also persons earning a liberal income in 
private business, unless their total dis- 
ability justifies them in receiving a larg- 
er pension to pay for care and treatment. 


Another amendment cuts off the pen- 


sion of all widows whose marriage to 
veterans took place after 1870. Still 
another amendment cuts off the 
pen- 


sions of all persons not residing in the 
United States and not citizens, unless 
the pension is for actual disabilities in- 
curred'in the service. 


These are the three amendments 


which strike deep at the existing system. 
The three members of the sub-commit- 
tee who voted for them were Messrs. 
Mutchler, of Pennsylvania; O'Neil, of 
Massachusetts, and Livingston, of Geor- 
gia, all Democrats. The two Republi- 
can members of the sub-committee— 
General Bingham, of Pennsylvania, and 
General Grout, of Vermont—were pres- 
ent this morning, and voted iu the neg- 
ative. 


While the amendments change exist- 


ing law, they are not subject to a point 
of order in the House, because the rule 
allows the changes which reduce ex- 
penditures, and each of these changes 
will reduce them by hundreds of thou- 
sands and millions.

Ex-Secretary of State James G. Blain 


passed silently and painlessly away just a 
the clock struck 11 on January 27. He wa. 
conscious nnd recognized his wile and oth 
ers, who had been waiting aronnd his bei 
since 10 o'clock tor the final moment; bn 
he was too exhansted to speak. He under 
stood perfectly thafrhe was dying, and with 
his eyes showed his appreciation of th 
words of farewell tenderly ntlered by hi 
loved ones. 


Sirs. B'aine said to him shortly before h< 


died : "You remember Walker and Emmon 
and Alice? Yon know where they have 
gone, and where yon nre going?" 


The dying man with a great effort slowlj 


raised the forefinger of his right hand nnti 
it pointed toward heaven, while his flnl 
eje flushed ont an old-time look of hrigrr 
intelligence. 


This was his last conscious act. 
At lasl 


the mar-felons vitality which had held death 
off since Sunday, December 18, 1892, sns 
tained mainly by milk and otbar liqiirl 
food, had failed, and tha end ha^ come. 
Even the family and the physicians, whc 
had seen him actually dving for over n 
month—wasting and weakening until he 
had become almost a mute and motionles* 
skeleton, a mere shadow, mentally anc 
physically, of his former self—were surpris- 
ed by his death. 
Having thas lived so 


long, it seemed as though he might live on. 
His daughters, especially Haltie, his tavoriti 
("Little H.," as he called her), even hoped 
tbat he might recover. The physicians 
knew, and Mrs. Blaiue knew, that this 
could not be. 


In the death of Mr. Elaine the country 


has snstained the loss of a brilliant politician, 
if not statesman. Since the early days of 
the Rebellion he has occupied a prominent 
position in the public arena, and in late 
years he was (he idol of his party. He 
leaves no one capable of his mantle or equal 
in political acumen. 


Judged by the ordinary standaids of lift" 


the career of James G. Blaine was eminently 
successful. 
Struggling npward from pover- 


ty and obscurity, he reached the highest 
places in tbe Government save one. But to 
him life had been a failure and a disappoint- 
ment; since he hart sought with all the am- 
bition of his nature to attain' the highest 
position in his country's gift, and bad mi=sed 
it. 
Had he been nominated for the Presi- 


dency in 1876, when he waa shoved aside 
for Rutherford B. Hayes, he would possibly 
have been elected without any resort to Re- 
turning Board frauds. 
Again, in 1880, he 


lost the nomination (and election) in the 
Third Term strngg'e in behalf of General 
Grant. It was his ill- fortune to be nomi- 
nated in 1884, and his mistake to yield the 
nomination to Hauison in 1888. 
Had his 


adherents wrested a nomination from the 
Minneapolis Convention in 1892 the over- 
whelming defeat that wonld have awaited 
him would have put an end almost tragical 
to his political career.

General Ahner Duahleday, died at Mend- 
bam, N. J., Jannary 26th, after a brilliant 
military career. A native of New Yoik 
State 74 years «go, he was graduated from 
West Point Academy in 1842. 
He served 


daring the Mexican war, and later in the 
war with Florida Indians. He was second 
in command at Fort Snmter at the time of 
its bombardment, April 12-14,1861, on which 
occasion he aimed the firat gnn of the war 
OD the side of the TTuion. 


Appointed major, he participated in the 


Sneoandoah campaign, under General Pat- 
terson. As brigadier general, he wa« with 
the Army of tbe Potomac in the campaign 
culminating at Gettysbnrg.

Reynolds was killed on the first day of the fa- 
mous fight Donbleday commanded the First 
Corps for several hoars.

grand charge advanced on the third day it 
exposed the right flink, and Genera] Doable- 
day's front line, aided by Gen. Stannard, 
wheeled, throw tbemgrlve* npon the vulner- 
able point, and disordered the enemy'g ad- 
vance to soch an extent that they were 
easily repulsed. He was brevetted major 
general at the close of Ihe war for his gallant 
services, and was retired in 1873 at his own

MANY KILLHD IN A MINE.—Bnda Pestb, 


Jan. 27.—AD explosion from a cause still 
unascertained took place in a coal mine at 
Tokod, near Grau, this morning. 
Fire 


broke oat immediately after the explosion 
and is still burning. 


About 150 men were in the mine at the 


time of the explosion. The shaft was not 
impaired and the cage was sent down almost 
at once. The bodies of 19 mei,, wbo had 
been killed by the shock, were found near 
tbe bottom of the shaft aud were brought 
up.

Within eight months after the work began 


skilled laborers had erected, out of the ma 
tertals furnished by a generous people, the 
beautiful chnrch of St. Aloysins. 
All ad- 


mired the architecture; and while the ex 
terior charmed the eye, the interior touched 
the heart. 
On Wednesday, Jannary 25 


1893, the morning sun painted the eastern 
sky with golden splendor. 
The sweet 


toned bell of St. Aloysiua rang out its glac 
notes npon the frosty morning au summoning 
all to leave their daily labor and come to 
witness the dedication of a new chnrch to 
the service of their Heavenly Father. 
Soon 


alter 10 o'clock the hpautifnl ceremonies 
began. The Rt. Rev. Thomas McGovern, 
Bishop of Harrishnrg, clothed in his purple 
cassock, entered the church from the par- 
sonage and passed up the righthand aisle, 
followed by the clergy, in black cassocks, 
carrying on their left arm white surplices,

Cooking Potatoes. 


ProtaWy no article of diet is so often 


placed upon the table of American 
housekeepers as the potato, and yet 
despite this, it is a ranch vjidcr-estiiaat- 
eJ aud abused vegetable. The majority 
of servants, and many housekeepers who 
sre otherwise competent cooks, seem to 
think the manner in whict potatoes are 
prepared and cooked is of very little 
consequence, and are ignorant of the 
many palatable dishes that can be made 
wholly or in part from them, or else are 
content to serve them by the simple, old- 
fashioned methods of baking, boiling, 
mashing and frying. 


No vegetable is more easfly injured by 


cureless preparation and cooking than 
the potato; even so simple an operation 
as baking and boiling requiring to be 
carefully done. 


BAKED POTATOES.—Select medium 


sized, oval rather than round potatoes 
Scrub well with a vegetable brush ant' 
allow them to stand in cold water lial 
an hour before baking. On no consider- 
ation cut the skin; only perfect potatoe 
should be baked. Place in a hot oven 
and the moment they are done squeeze 
each one in a napkin to burst its skin 
and allow the steam to escape. Serv 
immediately. 


BOHJRD POTATOES.—Remove the skin 


of uniform-sized potatoes with a sharp 
knife and let them stanp in cold'wate 
an hour. (Several hours will improv 
rather than injure them, especially dur 
ing the late winter and spring.) To eac 
quart of water allow an even tablespoon 
ful of salt, and bring to a boil befor 
entering the potatoes. 
Cover closel 


and boil steadily but rather slowly unt 
tender. Drain dry, remove the cove 
half way to allow the escape of steam 
and place the kettle on the back of th 
range, At the expiration of this time 
if not ready to serve, cover closely wit 
a folded napkin to retain the lieat. 
{^MASHED POTATOES. — Prepare an 
boil as directed, and allow the steam to 
escape. For each quart of mashed po 
tato allow half a teacupful of milk, tw 
tablespoonf uls of butter, and half a tea 
spoonful of salt. Heat these ingredients 
together, add them to the potato, an 
beat the preparation briskly until siuoot 
and light. Then turn it into a wari 
vegetable dish and serve without molt 
ing or packing; or shape it in whateve 
form yon prefer and brown slightly i 
the oven. 


POTATO BALLS. — To one pint o 


mashed potatoes seasoned as above ad 
a well beaten egg, and when thorough! 
mixed make into uniform sized balls an 
place in a well-buttered buke-pan. AVit 
the end of a spoon handle make ,1 sligl 
depression in the top of each ball; plat 
a small bit of butter in these, an 
sprinkle the top of each one slight! 
with pepper and salt. Bake to a ligl 
brown in a hot oven. Serve immediat 
ly in a warm dish, or in a deep one wit 
white sauce or hot cream turued abou 
but not over them. 


White Sauce..—Melt but donotbrott 


a heaping tablespoonfnl of butter in 
sauce-pan, and add a tablespoonful < 
flour. Stir until smooth and then add 
teacupful of milk, a seasoning of peppe 
and salt, and stir constantly until it bol 
aud is smooth. A seasoning of celer. 
salt or onion juice added to the sauce 
much relished by many. 


POTATO CROQUETTES.—Season masl 


ed potatoes highly with butter, peppe 
and salt, or add a little nutmeg, celery 
salt or onion juice if you prefer. T 
each pint add two well beaten eggs an 
a teaspoon fill of finely minced parsle. 
Mix thoroughly, roll into ova! croquette 
dip in beaten egg, roll in fine brea< 
crumbs and fry in smoking fat. Drai 
on paper and serve immediately on 
warm platter. 


POTATO PUFF.—Season mashed pot< 


to highly with butter, salt and peppe 
and make it rather more moist than 
served plain. Add the well-beaten yelk 
of two and the white of one egg, an 
beat the mass until light. 
Heap th 


mass roughly in cone shape on a shallow 
dish in which it can be served. Dip tl 
end of a teaspoon in the beaten white o 
the other egg, and make indentation 
over the surface of the mass after th 
manner of a pineapple. Lightly rub th 
rest of the egg over the surface, an 
bake in a moderate oven until browne 
nicely, which should not be longer tha 
fifteen minutes. 


POTATO LOAF.—To each pint of wel 


seasoned mashed potato add one wel 
beaten egg. Butter a mold as for pota 
to timbals, and after sprinkling we 
with salted bread-crumbs line the bo 
torn and sides an inch thick with the p< 
tato. Chop cold beef, ham or mutton 
and season with salt, pepper and bntte 
the size of a walnut. Put this In th 
centre of the potato, and cover it wit 
the remainder of the potato and bak 
half an hour. Take out anJ allow it t 
stand ten minutes in a warm place, the 
turn out on a warm platter, and serve. 


OYSTER BALIS.—To a pint of wel 


seasoned mashed potatoes, made rath' 
moist, add one well-beaten egg. Drai 
the oyster on a napkin and sprinkle sa 
and-pepper over them. Shape the pott 
toes into small, equal-sized pats; plac 
two oysters on the top of one, lay anotl 
ex on top of it, and with the hands mo! 
mold into a ball with the oystors in th 
centre. Place in a buttered bake tin 
pat a bit of butter on the top of each ba 
and bake to a delicate brown. 


BROWNED POTATO.—Put a heapin 


tablespoonful of butter in a saucepan 
and when it is very hot, but not scorch 
ed, add rather coarsely-chopped boile 
potatoes. Sprinkle salt and pepper ove 
the top and cover closely. Draw it U 
wards the back of the range, when 
will heat gradually and brown, but no 
scorch. At the expiration of fifteen o 
twenty minutes take a long bladed kni 
and bring one-half up over the other, s 
that both sides are brown, and serve i 
a warm dish. 


CREAMED POTATO.—Make a whi 


sauce, as directed above, and when 
boils, add a pint o' finely-chopped eo 
boiled potatoes. Cover closely and sin 
mer ten minutes. 


POTATOES LYONSAISE. — Cut cc! 


bol'od potatoes into small squares o 
dice; put a heaping tablespoonful of bu 
tor and one of finely chopped onion in 
a saucepan, and stir constantly until 
changes color, then .add one pint of tl 
cut potatoes, stir carefully, so as not t 
break them, and cook five minutes, bi 
do not allow them to brown in the least 
Add a teaapoonful of finely-minced p»r« 
ley. Stir well, drain in a hot colande 
and serve. 


BOAST POTATOES. — Pare smooth 


mediant-sized potatoes and place then 
round • malt of beef about one hour be 
fore it win be done. Baste the potatoes 
as often as tbe meat, and serve them up 
on the niue platter. 


POTATO SAJAD.—Slice cold boiled pc

Cleaning the Stable. 


There is no doubt that in a great 
lany localities where the methods 


which experience has shown to be eco- 


omical in the older dairy regions are 
nknown. How to dispose of the drop- 
ings is a very important matter. "We 
ive the method which best suits the 
majority of cases. Make a long, stone 
joat and place upon it a box resembling 
a wagon box, though not so long. Have 
he boat with ita box large enough to 
icld one day's droppings. Clean out 
every morning, throwing the droppings 
nto the stone boat and haul directly 
»the field. This saves loss through 
eaehingin the barn yard. Scatter as 
?ou unload. The person unloading can 
stand on the ground, so need not get 
soiled. 


The stone boat will run winter, sum- 


mer, 
spring or fall. It will go over 


snow, bare ground or mud. Any time 
;he team can keep on top of the ground 
she stone boat can be used. For great- 
est convenience arrange the stable door 
so one horse or two can haul it inside 
and move it along behind the cows as 
fast as the droppings are scooped in. If 
there is lot room to turn it around in- 
side, it can be pulled in backwards with 
a single horse, then hitch him to the 
front end and let him haul it along as 
far as the door, when his mate can be 
hitched on, if the door is too narrow to 
let a double team through. Of course 
the droppings are in a gutter so they are 
easily scooped into the boat, or the cows 
stand on a platform and the droppings 
lie in a line on the floor behind.

Fertilizer from Bones. 


Bones may be made useful for a fer- 


tilizer in tbis way. 
They are put into a 


pit two or three feet deep with alternate 
layers of lime, fresh from the kiln, and 
unleaehed wood ashes. The heap is to 
be wetted with water to slack the lime 
and is then covered with sufficient depth 
of good soil to keep in the heat and 
moisture. In two or three months the 
bones will be quite soft and may be 
broken down with u shovel aud mixec 
with the other materials, which wil 
make a valuable manure. It is neces 
sary to keep the heap moist, as the 
ter evaporates or soaks into the ground 
It is a very dangei ous matter to meddle 
with oil of vitriol or sulphuric acid, as 
oue drop splashed into the eye will de- 
stroy it, or if on the skin will make a 
deep burn that it is difficult to heal. A 
farmer should never attempt to make a 
fertilizer with bones by the use of this 
dangerous stuff.—JV. 1'. Times. 


HOME-MADE HAKD SOAP.—TVere thi

and boil until it becomes soap—half an 
hour to one hour will be sufficient 
Xow turn it into a wash tub, and when 
cold cut it into bars and let it dry.

coal oil and lard, but did not seem to 
help much.

L. did not succeed to his liking 
with a decoction of tobacco or coal oi 
and lard in killing lice on his 5'oung 
steers, although these aie often said 
be used successfully, we will give him 
one we have tried ourselves: 
Mix one 


part liquid carbolic acid with ten parts 
rain water, and then slice up thin some 
castile soap and mix this diluted carboll 
acid well with the soap. This will make 
a plastic substance, which can be rubbec 
into the hair where the lice are found 
and it will dispose of them, we think, to 
L.'sentire satisfaction. E. w. s.]
